Prof. Millikan told of the work that 
has been done in the study of the 
| new ray with first experiments made

troscopes which showed that the ions 
increased with altitude. The first 
studies of this nature were made by 
German professors before the war and 
since then. Prof. Millikan has sent 
up small balloons with instruments 
from Kelly aviation field, which, in 
general, bore out the findings of the 
German asacientists. 
Gets Results at Ten Miles. : 
Prof. Millikan noted the increase in 
the number of ions with altitude, one 
of his recording machines having 
ascended to a height of ten miles. 
In order to sift out the influence of 
radioactive substances, tests were 
taken under water, but it was found 
that the liquid was radioactive and 
snow water-fed Lake Muir on Mount 
Whitney was next taken as the scene 
of experiments. Here it was fpund 
that through lowering the instruments 
to certain depths the hard rays could 
be eliminated. The same experiments 
were later tried at Arrowhead lake, 
300° miles distant, but also a great 
height, with approximately the same 
result.
